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The ARA continues to expand

This semester, the ARA 
decided to experiment with a 
new point system for meal card 
users. Points were added to the 
seven day meal plans enabling 
students to seek alternatives to 
eating in the customary dining 
halls. Ray Handy, the director 
of ARA services, feels the pro¬ 
gram is going well. Although it 
is a semester of trial and error, 
he believes students seem to 
like the new idea. 

A variety of uses for these 
points have been set up. One of 
the most popular uses is Itza 
Pizza. In an attempt to compete 
with Domino's and to alleviate 
some of the long lines in cafete¬ 
rias, ARA runs a program to 
make and deliver pizza 
throughout ULowell. Although 
problems arose at the beginning 
of the semester with an over¬ 
load of orders and long waits, 
ARA has worked to gain a rep¬ 
utation on campus. When it 
became evident that they would 
be dealing with a heavy amount 
of business, new people were 
hired and a new car was pur¬ 
chased. Their claim is that the 
delivery will be made within an 
hour and if one is not satisfied 
with the product, they can 


return it for their money back. 

A new snack bar was also 
openned on South campus this 
semester. The hours are from 
5-8pm and it has been located 
in the commuter side of the 
cafeteria. The snack bar offers 
students a variety of products 
such as sandwiches, pastries, 
desserts, beverages, grill items 
and appetizers as opposed to 
the traditional meals in the din¬ 
ing hall. It is another attempt 
for ARA to shorten lines in the 
cafeterias. At the present time, 
Ray Handy also is investigating 
the possibility of opening up 
the food cart outside of South- 
wick lounge to point users. He 
is currently working with Resi¬ 
dent Life to set up a larger area 
to accommodate the cart and 
more supplies. 

The long awaited conve¬ 
nience store in Fox has not 
been completed yet. The delay 
has been on the part of the con¬ 
tractor because custom work 
has not been Finished yet. ARA 
has set up a makeshift store in 
the RATT to service the stu¬ 
dents until the store is finished. 
With cash or their points, stu¬ 
dents can purchase food items 
that would mostly be found in a 


7-11. Ray Handy, executive 
director of ARA, told the dis¬ 
tributors he wanted prices fair 
and reasonable. Other items 
such as laundry detergent, bat¬ 
teries and aspirin have also 
been stocked to be purchased 
with cash. 

As always, student input is 
an important part of the pro¬ 
gram. Students* suggestions 
are a way to change or add 
things. For example, last year, 
a student in Smith cafeteria 
suggested purchasing bottled 
water to drink because the city 
of Lowell's water is awful. The 
idea was tested in Smith Hall 
and about 250 gallons were 
used. Now over 2000 gallons 
of water a month are supplied 
to the dining halls. According 
to Ray Handy, ARA is making 
a commitment to the students of 
ULowell. Within the month, 
suggestion sheets will be dis¬ 
tributed throughout the dining 
halls. This is the students 
chance to tell ARA what they'd 
like to see. Ray Handy empha¬ 
sizes the importance of these 
sheets and wants students to 
take the time and fill them out. 
It is the only way he can see 
what the students really want.

Minimal student wages 


(CPS) — Student workers at 
Milwaukee Area Technical Col¬ 
lege got a 30-cent raise Sept. 
15, moving their hourly wage 
to $3.65. 

Officials announced the raise 
just as the student paper. The 
Times, was preparing to publish 
an article reporting that two 
neighboring technical college 
districts pay their student 
employees from 90 cents to 
$1.35 per hour more than 
MATC did. 

Officials claimed the raise 
was in the works well before 
reporters investigated. The rea¬ 
son for the raise, said MATC 
financial aid Director Jim 
Friedbacher, was the school’s 
“inability to keep students at 
minimum wage.” 

Concerned that local fast- 
food restaurants and other 
employers were paying students 
higher wages and causing a 
labor shortage on their campus¬ 
es, a number of college cam¬ 
puses around the country last 
spring announced they would 
raise the hourly rates paid to 


students they hire this fall. 

In North Carolina, for 
instance, Appalachian State 
University students are making 
$3.85 per hour this term, 50 
cents more than the same jobs 
paid last spring. At the Univer¬ 
sity of Illinois, students got a 
40-cent raise to $3.75 an hour. 

The announcements came at 
about the same time Congress 
had approved a measure that 
would gradually raise the feder¬ 
al minimum wage from $3.35 
to $4.55 by 1992. President 
Bush said he would veto it, 
though; he wouldn't accept a 
minimum wage higher than 
$3.70. 

In Milwaukee, MATC's 
neighbors pay even more. 
Waukesha County Technical 
College pays its student 
employees between $4.25 and 
$4.75 an hour. Students at 
Gateway Technical College 
start at $5 per hour. 

Here at ULowell, we are 
proud to say, student assistants 
get six dollars an hour!

Soviet Armenians speak 


Why only 
one credit?

It’s that time of year again. 
It’s time to speak with advisors 
about the classes to take next 
semester. If we don’t register 
at the proper time we will have 
to face registration clean-up, 
which I hear is awful. 

While you are registering , 
it’s important to remember to 
fill those University require¬ 
ments. You know all the core 
courses that we must take if we 
want to graduate. I understand 
the concept behind the distribu¬ 
tion of core requirements but I 
doubt a lab science will ever 
help me in my intended career 
as a teacher/writer. Okay, 1 
know, rules are rules and I’ll 
live with them just like every¬ 
one else. Still, there’s some¬ 
thing that bothers me about the 
lab. 

I'm disturbed by the number 
of credits that are earned for 
most labs. In case you don’t 
know, it is generally only one 
credit. I took Life Science I 
Lab and there was a lot of 
work involved for a class that 
earns only one credit. We 
wrote lab reports every week, 
read in preparation for the fol¬ 
lowing lab, had quizzes, a mid¬ 
term and a final, and the class 
time itself was two hours a 
week. 

The other classes I take 
meet three hours a week and I 
earn three credits. The lab 
meets for two hours, has a 
comparable amount of home¬ 
work. and it only earns one 
credit. That doesn't seem right 
to me. I decided to try and find 
out why this is the way things 
are. 

I spoke with Co-Deams Dr. 
Blewett and Dr. Watterson of 
the College of Arts and Sci¬ 
ences who shed some light on 
the matter. It seems a large 
part of the reason a lab earns 
one credit is that the lab used 
to be an integral part of the 
course itself, with the course 
earning four credits. Accord¬ 
ing to Dr. Watterson the lab 
itself was separated from the 
science course about twenty 
years ago. Since the course 
and lab combined earned four 
credits it seemed reasonable, at 
the time, to have the course 
earn three credits and its co- 
requisite lab earn one. 

It was felt that one credit for 
the lab was an appropriate 
amount of credit for the 
amount of work put into the 
course. After taking such a lab 
I would have to disagree. It 
seems that such a course 
should earn the student at least 
two credits. 

Both Deans were quite 
helpful and let me know that if 
I really thought the amount of 
credit give was unfair, I , and 
others, could petition the 
department that the class was 
offered in or talk with the 
Chairperson of Academic Poli¬ 
cies. I was, in fact, speaking 
with that person. Dean Blewett. 
Perhaps if enough people are 
bothered by this and let the 
appropriate people know about 
it a change can take place. 


(CPS) — A crowd of about 
15,000 students protested fur¬ 
ther cuts in Massachusetts’ 
higher education budget at the 
state capitol in Boston Oct. 18. 

University of Utah students 
also have been vociferously 
protesting state college funding 
cuts, mounting a one-day stu¬ 
dent strike Oct. 1. 

The upheaval in Boston 
began when Massachusetts 
Gov. Michael Dukakis 
announced public campuses in 
his state would have to endure 
another round of budget cuts to 
keep the state from going 
broke. Several college presi¬ 
dents openly said they planned 
to defy Dukakis’s order. 

On Oct. 18, students joined 
the protest by swarming over 
the State House grounds with 
signs that read “Stop Killing 
My College” and “We Want 
Mikey.” Many wore dunce 
caps that read “State Skool.” 

Unruly students trampled the 
State House flower beds, broke 
a window and knocked down a 
drainpipe. Officials estimated 
damage at $20,000. 

“Everything that is being 
done here is not helpful and it is 
in fact disgraceful,” House 
Speaker George Keverian told 
the students. “Trampling down 
doors, breaking the law and 
breaking windows is not what

we expect from our young peo¬ 
ple, and will not be helpful to 
you.” 

“Education is the future of the 
state and the country. We need 
to invest in it or we will go 
down the drain,” replied Antho¬ 
ny Tsougranis, a student gov¬ 
ernment officer at the Universi¬ 
ty of Massachusetts at Boston. 
“There is no longer a real com¬ 
mitment for higher education.” 

Tsougranis said the students 
were angered by Dukakis’s call 
to cut another $25 million from 
state college budgets, meaning 
that scores of faculty members 
would be laid off and many 
course sections canceled. Mas¬ 
sachusetts already has chopp ed 
$14 million out of its public 

college budget in five cuts dur¬ 

ing the last two years. 

Tuition, in turn, has increased 
by 28 percent during the same 
period, he noted. 

Robert Schwartz, Dukakis’s 
education aide, readily agreed 
the funding crisis was bad. 

“The fact of the matter is that 
we, with you, believe ‘No more 
cuts’ is exactly the right thing,” 
Schwartz said. 

Tsougranis, for one, was 
unmoved. “Despite the rhetoric 
from the legislature and the 
governor, the fact of the matter 
is cuts are being made.”

On Wednesday, three visitors 
from Soviet Armenia came to 
ULowell and adressed students 
on a number of concerns facing 
them at home. In a 9 a.m. ses¬ 
sion in Coburn 100, they 
explained the troubles facing 
them in light of the devestating. 
earthquake they suffered, as 
well as their volatile political 
situation. 

Signs are hanging up around 
campus which read, "Stop the 
persecution of Armenians by 
Azerbaijan- Support the right of 
self-determination of Armeni- 
an-Karabagh. The speakers 
informed the group of about 75 
students exactly how difficult 
the situation is in Karabagh. 

The region, created in 1918 
by Stalin, is completely 
autonomous. However, the 
Azerbaijanian state which sur¬ 
rounds it has created a blockade 
which is causing tremendous 
suffering in the area. The blo- 
cade has been in place for a 
year and a half, and allows no 
fuel, food, or building materials 
to be brought into Karabagh. 
Also, Armenians were forced 
out of the region, and residents 
of Karabagh were forced ou;of 
Armenia. 

The people of Karabagh, 
who are 80% Christian, want to 
become part of Armenia, and to 
quell dissention, Azerbaijan 
created the blockade.

Lowell is alive with the theater 
arts. In the middle of downtown 
Lowell we have the professional 
actors of the MRT and here at the 
University of Lowell we have the 
amateur, non-profit Players. The 
defunct Players were reformed by 
Chris Connell and Kathy Connery 
and in the fall of 86 acted their first 
major production. The Crucible, to 
near sell out audiences. Since then, 
the Players have wandered through 
semester after semester of comedy, 
but they are now making their way 
back to drama. Although their 
spirits remain, Chris and Kathy 
have gone on to other things and 
the club is now headed by John 
Barrett and Beth Shea, along with 
Gardener Tilson, they have chosen 
to stage OUR TOWN on the nights 
of November 16, 17 and 18th. 

I’ve asked Professor Tilson of 
our State University to sketch in a 
few more details about OUR 
TOWN. Professor Tilson? 
PROFESSOR TILSON: Thank 
you, Glen. OUR TOWN was writ¬ 
ten and published by Thornton 


Wilder in 1938. That same year it 
was awarded the Pulitzer Prize for 
drama. OUR TOWN is a three act 
play which takes place in the small 
town of Grover’s Corners, N.H., 
between the years of 1901 and 
1913. The action of the play cen¬ 
ters on the interaction between the 
Gibbs and Webb families, and par¬ 
ticularly Emily Webb and George 
Gibbs. The first act is called “The 
Daily Life.” The second act is 
called “Love and Marriage,” and 
the third act is called “Death.” 

The appealing aspects of this 
play are its lack of any sets as well 
as the creation of the STAGE 
MANAGER. The play opens with¬ 
out a curtain to an empty stage with 
just a few tables and chairs mark¬ 
ing the boundaries of Grover’s 
Corners and the houses in it. 
Otherwise, the stage is completely 
bare.

the seeds of love by Tears for Fears

Their press release reads: “It 
is high time to make a stand. It 
is high time to shake up the 
views of music lovers the world 
over. It is high time to 
acknowledge that anything is 
possible, to sow the seeds of 
love and to welcome back a 
band that have been re-born.” 
HUH? All the self-generated 
hype for this release is 
unfounded. Not only are they 
not doing anything new, but 
they are mimicking tried and 
true forms. Who has not heard 
the cover song (now playing on 
a radio near you) and noticed 
the striking resemblance to any¬ 
thing off the Beatle's White 
Album. Note also the addition 
of Phil Collins — the king of 
80’s pop. 


The claims to “making a 
stand” are founded on the lyrics 
to the songs. While they are 
markedly less introverted than 
those on Songs from the Big 
Chair, they miss the mark: pay¬ 
ing only lip service to such 
causes as the women's move¬ 
ment in “Woman In Chains” 
and world poverty in “Standing 
on the Corner of the Third 
World”. 

What the album does achieve 
is a ( wonderfully produced, 
sophisticated collection of pop 
songs. The melodies are catchy 
and lend themselves to repeated 
listening — which is the mark 
of any top ten hit. Judging it as 
the pop album it really is, and 
not as the earth mover it pro¬ 
fesses, I rate it an A.

Movie Review 


Shocker. Written and directed by 
Wes Craven. With Michael 
Murphy, Peter Berg and Mitch 
Pileggi. A Universal release.

Horror movies that actually 
frighten are rare these days. Most 
are made primarily for the gore- 
hounds who want to view the latest 
products of special effects technol¬ 
ogy (they’re still waiting for some¬ 
one to come up with a recipe for 
authentic-looking blood); the 
Hellraiser flicks epitomize that 
bunch. There is also the sequel 
parade of Halloweens, Friday the 
I3ths , and Nightmare on Elm 
Streets that caters to the T.V. series 
mentality of mall rats. And then 
there are those that seem suspi¬ 
ciously ready-made to be choped 
up into music videos for the heavy 
metal groups on the soundtrack. 
Nightmare III had Dokken, Pet 
Sematary had the Ramones, and 
now Shocker has Megadeth muti¬ 
lating Alice Cooper. 

Shocker is the latest from horror 
director Wes Craven, who (con¬ 
trary to what his name suggests) 
boldly sliced and diced the bound¬ 
aries of good taste in the 1970's to 
create some influential films. His 
Last House on the Left has attained 
almost mythic proportions on the 
drive-in circuit—its despiction of 
drug-crazed convicts who torture 
and kill innocent teens is utterly 
realistic and terrifying, though ulti¬ 


mately too repulsive to qualify as 
entertainment. 

In The Hills Have Eyes, Craven 
replaced the grimness of Last 
House with humor, but it still has 
more genuine scares than the whole 
Friday the Umpteenth series put 
together. Even the original 
Nightmare on Elm Street, the only 
Nightmare that Craven was 
involved with, displays strokes of 
creativity and wit. His fans hoped 
that last year's convoluted thriller 
The Serpent and the Rainbow was 
just a temporary lapse, but Shocker 
confirms suspicions that Craven is 
actually losing his skills as amaster 
shocker. 

The movie opens with the requi¬ 
site high school jock dreaming of a 
murder that is actually occuring. 
Could that be Freddy Krueger lurk¬ 
ing in the shadows of his night¬ 
mares? Nope. It’s none other than 
Wes Craven's latest entry in the 
Hollywood contest for Most 
Moronic American Phenomenon, 
Horace Pinker! But don’t worry, I 
doubt that any consumer group will 
have to rant about the marketing of 
Horace Pinker dolls any time soon. 

Pinker (Mitch Pileggi) is a hulk¬ 
ing T.V. repairman who has 
butchered about half the town even 
before the film starts. This unstop- 
pagble killing machine (what other 
kind is there?) ineveitably wipes 
out the jock's family and girlfriend, 
and boy, is he upset — but not 
upset enough to miss football prac¬ 


tice the next day. With the help of 
his dreams (Craven obviously 
believes that it doesn't count if you 
plagarize from yourself), the jock 
locates Pinker, who is arrested and 
sentenced to die in the electric 
chair. Because of his vague con¬ 
nections with the forces of evil. 
Pinker lives on, by transferring his 
electrical charge into other people 
to take over their bodies, or some¬ 
thing like that. The rest of the 
movie details the endless con¬ 
frontation between Pinker, who 
spouts idiotic insults a la Krueger, 
and the jock, now accompanied by 
his girlfriend's ghost (don't ask). 

In short. Shocker has nothing for 
everyone — scant scares for true 
horror buffs, insufficient gore for 
the gorehound to chew on, and 
cheesy special effects for the tech¬ 
no-kids (the matte processing used 
to show Pinker zipping in and out 
of electrical sockets looks like 
something out of a 1950’s low-bud¬ 
get sci-fi flick). To be fair, there is 
a five minute scene that approaches 
cleverness, in which Pinker pulls 
the jock into a television set and 
chases him through different 
shows, but it’s too little too late. 
Even the mall rat with the Bon Jovi 
hairdo who sat in front of me knew 
she was getting ripped off, mum¬ 
bling, “Like, the video was, like, a 
lot more intense, y' know?” 

We know.

Commonwealth of Mas¬ 
sachusetts Scholar awards have 
been credited to students 
accounts. Commonwealth 
Scholar recipients who are 
anticipating a refund should see 
Accounts Receivable. 

Board of Regents General 
Scholarships - The first Board 
of Regents General Scholarship 
Certification Roster was 
returned to the Board of 
Regents on October 27, 1989. 
This roster included any student 
who had returned their accep¬ 
tance letter to the Board of 
Regents by September 29, 
1989. At that time, 474 stu¬ 
dents were certified and can 
expect credit to their account in 
approximately 30 days (pend¬ 
ing receipt of funds from the 
Board of Regents). All stu¬ 
dents who have been awarded a 
scholarship from the Board of 
Regents are reminded that they 
must submit IRS Tax Forms 
and Verification Worksheets to 
the Financial Aid Office before 
their scholarships can appear on 
a subsequent Board of Regents 
Payment Roster. 

G.S.L. - All students who are 
receiving Stafford Student 
Loans (GSL) must sign their 
checks in the Accounts Receiv¬ 
able Office before the loan can 
be applied to their account or a 
refund issued. The Accounts 
Receivable Office is notifying 
students when checks arrive 
from the bank. Any loan check 
which is unsigned by the stu¬ 
dent after 60 days normally 


must be returned to the bank. 
At the end of last week, over 50 
loan checks were awaiting stu¬ 
dent signature in the Business 
Office. 

Perkins Loan Promissory 
Notes are available for signa¬ 
ture in the Financial Aid Office. 
So far, 225 students have 
signed their promissory note 
and have had their loan award 
credited to their account. There 
are still 225 unsigned promisso¬ 
ry notes in the Financial Aid 
Office. If you have accepted a 
Perkins Loan and have not 
signed your promissory note, 
please come to the Financial 
Aid Office and sign your 
promissory note as soon as pos¬ 
sible. Any student who has 
accepted a Perkins Loan and is 
no longer interested in borrow¬ 
ing is asked to notify the Finan¬ 
cial Aid Office so that these 
funds can be made available to 
other qualified students. 

Financial Aid Verification 
Paperwork - There are still over 
100 students who have not pro¬ 
vided required verification doc¬ 
uments to the Financial Aid 
Office. Parent and student tax 
returns and verification work¬ 
sheets are required from all stu¬ 
dents applying for financial 
assistance. According to Feder¬ 
al guidelines, any student who 
does not comply with the verifi¬ 
cation process will be denied 
financial aid. We are rapidly 
running out of time and 
finances and will not be able to 
fund students who fail to com¬ 


plete paperwork in a timely 
fashion. 

Financial Aid Refund Checks - 
In order to bring student 
accounts up-to-date, financial 
aid transactions will be pro¬ 
cessed nightly with Accounts 
Receivable. Through Novem¬ 
ber 10, 1989, Accounts Receiv¬ 
able is currently processing 
financial aid refund checks to 
students on a daily basis. 
Refund checks have been 
mailed to student mailboxes on- 
campus, for students credited 
prior to October 20, 1989. 
However, in order to keep stu¬ 
dent accounts up-to-date, a stu¬ 
dent whose account is credited 
after October 20, resulting in a 
refund due to the student, can 
anticipate a refund check in 
accordance with the following 
schedule:

More on censorship

Last week a concerned student wrote an editorial about censor¬ 
ship. This has given me my own brainstorm for writing my editori¬ 
al this week. 

Censorship is always a controversial and exciting issue. A cou¬ 
ple years ago it was ruled that high school student papers could be 
censored or cut by either an advisor or administrator. This set a 
dangerous precedent which may be affecting other publications in 
the near future. 

Exactly what I am referring to is a bill that was recently passed 
down in Washington D.C. Actually it was a rider on a bill that was 
passes at something like one in the morning. This could actually be 
passed into law very soon. What this would do is prohibit all alco¬ 
holic beverage manufacturers and distributors from sponsoring any 
social or athletic event at any college or university campus in the 
country. This also would prohibit all advertising in any college 
publication with the exception of retailer price advertising. 

I feel that this would be a grave infringement on the rights of 
college students as well as administrators everywhere. As contro¬ 
versial as it may be, alcohol companies sponsor team scoreboards, 
sometimes teams themselves, the provide entertainment such as the 
"Bud Light Daredevils" who provide ULowell with one of its 
biggest attendance marks every year during the basketball season. 
Alcohol companies are also, traditionally, some of the biggest 
advertisers in college publications. Speaking for The Connector, 
we receive a great portion of our advertising revenue from local 
distributors and retailers of alcohol. In fact, we couldn't so some of 
the things we do without their revenue. 

Those who say that we shouldn't take money from these compa¬ 
nies have one question to answer. How do you replace the services 
and revenue that these companies provide? The truth is that other 
companies are not lining up to replace these sponsorships. 

If The Connector or any other group, organization, school, col¬ 
lege, or university chooses not to accept sponsorships or revenue 
from these companies that is fine, it is their right to do so. They 
will make the final decision. 

Frankly I would resent being forced to reject advertising from 
any company. Just this week The Connector discovered that one its 
advertisers was on the "bad" list of the Better Business Bureau. I 
am proud to say that we immediately pulled their advertising from 
this publication and refunded their money. But it was our choice to 
do so. 

To limit a publication from accepting advertising is an infringe¬ 
ment of the rights of the publication staff, the publishers, and the 
readers. I feel that college publications may be used as a testing 
ground for those who would like to see more, advanced censorship 
is our society. 

Our entire countries history is based on freedom. The many 
freedoms we enjoy here in the United States is a large part of the 
reason we take such pride in our country. To allow those freedoms 
to be rescinded would be a travesty and an outrage. Citizens 
should not take this with tongue and cheek. Censor the Connector 
now, censor the Boston Globe tomorrow. 
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Sympathy for the impossible 


A commonly held belief about 
libertarians is that we lack sym¬ 
pathy For others. Rather than 
delving into the fount of this 
gross misconception 1 will sim¬ 
ply refute it by proclaiming a 
great deal of sympathy for 
someone other than myself and 
fellow libertarians. A person 
that I most sincerely sympa¬ 
thize with is William Bennett, 
the nation's chief drug czar. 
The reason is painfully obvious, 
Mr. Bennett has been charged 
with the task of leading our 
country into a “war" we cannot 
win. The “war on drugs” is 
nothing new, it began in 1972 
when Richard Nixon appointed 
the first drug czar. In 1982 
Ronald Reagan (with some help 
from his wife) further escalated 
this war by dumping in more 
federal dollars and instigating a 
multi-agency attack on drug 
smugglers. The sad truth is, 
that while there has been a 
slight increase in drug seizures, 
we have been unable to put 
even a dent into this multi-bil¬ 
lion dollar industry. And as 
with any war there have been 
many casualties as we saw last 
week when a DEA helicopter 
was shot down and as we see 
every day with drug-related 
gang wars running rampant. 

So what's the solution to end¬ 
ing these needless killings and 
stopping the wasteful expendi¬ 
ture of our tax dollars? It 
stands to reason that if the 
war’s not working you call a 
truce. Yes, you heard me cor¬ 
rectly we end this war and 
begin the process of drug legal¬ 
ization. By doing this we can 
accomplish a number of other 
national goals in the process. 
First and foremost we will be 
able to reduce government 
spending, as it is now our gov¬ 
ernment is spending millions of 
dollars trying to finance Mr. 
Bennett's war and the benefits 
have been less than marginal. 
Secondly, legalization will 


eliminate the heinous activities 
of drug cartels and gangs that 
make a living based on illegal 
drug sales. (We have already 
seen evidence of this in 1933 
with the repeal of prohibition, 
more about that later.) Thirdly, 
we can put an end to the egre¬ 
gious hypocrisy that we are liv¬ 
ing in with the social accep¬ 
tance of legal liquor and not 
other drugs. Let's face it, alco¬ 
hol is a dangerous drug and the 
statistics that prove this are 
indeed staggering. So why is it 
perfectly legal to drink yourself 
into the gutter or possibly even 
drink yourself to death while if 
you do the same with drugs 
other than alcohol you are in 
violation of the law. 

At this point I’d like to make 
one thing clear, I am in no way 
advocating the use or abuse of 
drugs or alcohol. I am simply 
saying that if a consenting adult 
chooses to screw up his or her 
own life what business is it of 
the government to prevent this. 
In this we have one of the inte¬ 
gral tenets of libertarianism, 
individuals have the right to do 
what they want to themselves 
as long as they are not harming 
society. 

Of course, the all to pre¬ 
dictable reaction to this state¬ 
ment has always bee, “but if we 
legalize drugs then everyone 
will start taking them and our 
society will be reduced to a 
chemically dependent bunch of 
idiots!” To be ;honest I'm get¬ 
ting sick and tired of this argu¬ 
ment because there is absolute¬ 
ly no sense behind it. To think 
that if drugs were legalized 
tomorrow everyone would be 
running to their licensed dis¬ 
tributor to give these formerly 
illicit substances a try is abso¬ 
lute idiocy. I sincerely believe 
that the people who want to 
take drugs today are already 
doing so and those that don't 
want to aren't . This is certain¬ 


ly not because of a lack of 
accessibility or because of 
some desire to be lawful. 
When was the last time you 
heard someone say, “Gee I'd 
really like to try some drugs but 
I just can't get my hands on 
any.” Or, “I would take drugs 
but I don't want to break the 
law.” The reason you never 
hear these statements is because 
no one ever says them. The 
aforementioned predicaments 
are not a concern to the drug 
user and therefore are never 
arrived at. 

Let us not forget that history 
provides us with a stark exam¬ 
ple of moral legislation gone 
wrong. As you may have 
guessed I’m referring to the 
eighteenth amendment which 
prohibited “the sale or trans¬ 
portation of intoxicating 
liquors.” The glaring similarity 
between prohibition (a com¬ 
plete failure) and our current 
drug laws should be enough to 
wake people up to the truth and 
subsequently rectify the situa¬ 
tion. 

If and when drugs are legal¬ 
ized they should be properly 
regulated,, controlled, taxed 
and distributed as alcohol is 
today. The operation of motor 
vehicles, or execution of any 
job where other peoples lives 
are at stake, under the influence 
of drugs would of course be 
illegal. Also, as with alcohol 
today, one must be of proper 
age to purchase drugs and if a 
minor should somehow become 
hooked on drugs then the par¬ 
ents would be punished and the 
user helped until they are old 
enough to make their own deci¬ 
sions. At the very least I ask 
that people stop comparing the 
worst manifestations of legal¬ 
ization with the unrealized ide¬ 
als of prohibition. After all, 
anything's better than fighting 
an unwinnable war.

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A thundering response to our News Editor 


Dear Mr. Geoffrey Pahl, 

I am writing in response to 
your thoughts of an apology 
that is owed to Brenda Sadows- 
ki, the Activities Commission 
director. Apparently, you feel 
the apology was owed for the 
Joan Jett concert which resulted 
in a $15,000 loss. 

I have been involved with the 
AC concert scene since my 
freshman year w here I worked 
on stage crew setting up the 
lighting, sound and other stuff. 
I always had an appreciation for 
the organization involved in 
setting up the equipment, so 
last year I became a stage man¬ 
ager (head of stage crew ) for 
most AC concerts. You 
wouldn't believe the problem in 
getting a total stage crew 
together when you need them. 
But there are a few simple rea¬ 
sons for this: 1) each piece of 
equipment weighs a ton (mini¬ 
mum), 2) there is a million 
pieces of equipment, and 3) we 
have to get it up as fast as pos¬ 
sible so the sound and light 
companies can get everything 
hooked up . . . this all adds up 
to massive physical labor. The 
above doesn't even mention 
that, people do go to classes 
(this is a university), you do not 
get paid enough, and usually it 
is a WEEKEND when there are 
a zillion other things to do. 
Needless to say, it takes a lot to 
get a crew together. If you 
need 10 people, get 4 that say 
they w ill be there “definitely" 
and 16 (minimum) that ". . 
.well I'll try to get there when I 
can." Of course as a manager, 
you have all these weekend fac¬ 


tors to compete with so you 
offer tickets for the show, 
sometimes money, food, and a 
little of what is termed "AC 
corruption". The definition of 
this latter term is - to do what¬ 
ever is possible (at AC’s 
expense) to make a concert 
work. i.e. "after (or during) the 
show" kegs, more food, various 
forms of entertainment, etc. 
Otherwise, why would anyone 
help? 

The best part is takedown. The 
more people helping the faster 
we get done. Weekend night 
after a concert, w hat is the last 
thing you want to do??? So 
you coax people into helping 
usually with a little more "AC 
corruption" and everything gets 
done. So at every concert, I 
was stressed, physically and 
mentally exhausted and I only 
helped setting up the equip¬ 
ment! 

The above is to illustrate the 
amount of effort that is used to 
accomplish about l/5th of w hat 
it takes to produce a concert. 
Now the AC director has to 
handle the other 4/5ths (not to 
mention all the other jobs of an 
AC director). Luckily, the 
director has a commission to 
work with so the other 4/5ths 
can get done. I worked very 
closely with Jack Demers, last 
year's AC director, and became 
familiar with what is done in 
planning a concert. First of all, 
choose the concert band. Every 
director wants REM. B-52s, 
The CULT. AC/DC and all 
those other kick ass bands. 
They want to produce a suc¬ 
cessful concert that everyone 


wants to go to. But our school 
has only so much in their con¬ 
cert budget ($26,000) last year 
and have to spend accordingly. 
Boston bands, and up coming 
bands are in our reach. If a 
director is lucky, a few circum¬ 
stances will come together and 
BANG, a great band at an 
affordable price, but that only 
rarely happens. The AC 
decides on a band and then all 
the fun stuff starts. 

Advertising, stage plans, sound 
and lights, catering, stage crew, 
food, security . . . and every¬ 
thing else. This involves the 
cooperation of most of the 
administration of the school, 
ground crew and a zillions of 
others, with the AC pulling it 
together. Needless to say, mas¬ 
sive planning, constant remind¬ 
ing of people, double checking 
your double checks, and so on. 
The AC has thousands of dol¬ 
lars of students' money tied up 
in this thing so they better try as 
hard as they can to make it 
work. 

So everyone does incredible 
amounts of work and the con¬ 
cert is a go. So it’s 8:00 p.m. 
and only 20 people are there. 
$3,000 and massive planning 
and no one shows up. I've seen 
it happen numerous times, to a 
point where I don't rely on peo¬ 
ple showing up. I use to feel 
bad for Jack when he offered a 
free concert with some great 
bands on a Friday night, and 
only a few came. But he knew 
- you can't expect the student 
body to be there. They have a 
zillion of other things they can 
do on a Friday night, but. the 
director (and the rest of AC) 


tries hard to see into their fel¬ 
low students and find some¬ 
thing they will like and want to 
come to. As you can imagine, 
it is very hard and only rarely 
does an event get a massive 
response. 

Well this is my experience, 
someone who has not on AC 
but stage managed for 1988-89 
year. 

Now comes this year and the. 
Joan Jett concert. I feel I'm a 
pretty average student who 
looks at the stuff on the walls 
an average amount of the time. 

I do pay for school, and if I 
don't want to look up from my 
books, I don't have to. I found 
out about the concert from 
Brenda herself, when I asked 
her what was coming up. She 
said Joan Jett and I offered to 
"manage" as long as I don't 
have to find the stage crew (cop 
out). She said they would be 
there. Up to two days before 
the concert, I was planning to 
be in Cumnock Hall at 8:30 
a.m. to start setting up. To my 
surprise, I found out it was in 
the Gym. On concert day, as 
usual, stage crew didn't show 
up (communication problem), 
but after a combined effort 
(with special thanks to Water 
Polo and Ski teams) everything 
got set up and the concert went 
smooth. 

But the question is Joan Jett in 
the Costello Gym (can hold 
about 5000 people)? Yeah, 
Yeah, Joan Jett is a big rock star 
and she is sort of good, but how 
many students at Ulowell are 
going to see her on a Friday 
night? Well out of a school of 
10,000 1 would say no more

of the administrations indecive- 
ness and lack of planning. Sec¬ 
ondly, I would like to make it 
known that that I am writing 
this article independently from 
the Karate Club. 

The University of Lowell 
Shotokan Karate Club has been 
the largest and one of the most 
active clubs on campus for sev¬ 
eral years now. The club origi¬ 
nated in 1968 by Master Kazu- 
mi Tabata and has continued on 
with great strength ever since. 
The U Lowell Karate Club was 
also a founding member of the 
New England Collegiate Karate 
Conference. The N.E.C.K.C. 
includes prominent schools 
such as Boston University, 
Boston College, M.I.T., and 
Tufts just to name a few. The U 
Lowell Karate Club also started 
the valuable Student Escort 
Service. As a part of our activi¬ 
ties, we hold fundraising events 
such as Karate demonstrations 
and movies for the student 
body. Other activities include 
workouts with other schools; 
tournaments (where beginners 
are encouraged to participate); 
Kata clinics; sparring clinics; 
and special training weekends. 
We are also active and impor¬ 
tant participants in the Univer¬ 
sity of Lowell’s Spring Carni¬ 
val. Also, all members are 
invited to attend the end of 
semester banquet for a night of 


free dinner and dancing. 

We used to work out twice a 
week with three superior sen¬ 
seis (teachers), all of whom are 
U Lowell alumni. John Fair¬ 
banks is our primary sensei. 
John Murphy and Damin Chin 
are his teaching assistants, all 
of whom have over fifteen 
years of Martial Arts experi¬ 
ence. These three men were in 
the U Lowell Karate Club 
themselves and have won 
numerous trophies and awards. 
John Fairbanks was the unde¬ 
feated fighting champion of the 
N.E.C.K.C. for over 4 years. 
The University of Lowell 
Karate Club along with the 
experience of these three men, 
have given a tremendous ser¬ 
vice to all who have attended 
class. Rather a person joined 
for the physical rewards, learn¬ 
ing the art of self-defense, or to 
participate in tournament fight¬ 
ing, the learning opportunity 
provided will remain with them 
for the rest of their lives. Our 
members have included men 
and women from both the stu¬ 
dent and faculty body in all 
majors and physical abilities. 
From football players to ballet 
dancers, the U Lowell Karate 
club has provided a valuable 
service. The cost to join the 
club is $50. This includes over 
36 classes of expert instruction, 
paid entry fees into all func¬ 
tions provided by the 
N.E.C.K.C. as discussed above, 
promotion fees, tournament 
fees, and chance to be a part of 
an organization with world¬ 


wide acceptance. To attain this 
instruction elsewhere costs 
more than $50 a month. 

Why this big scenario on the 
Karate Club in the middle of 
November? Because the 
administration is denying the 
club gym space, which is readi¬ 
ly available. The club tradi¬ 
tionally came under the guid¬ 
ance and supervision of the Stu¬ 
dent Government Association 
and Mary Connelly, and still 
does. But, Mary Nole has been 
put in charge of the class aspect 
of the organization. However 
she will not give the club gym 
space. Why? Because she only 
wants to run a gym class, the 
club will have to get its own 
space from other sources. 
Where? No where! Mary Con¬ 
nelly no longer supports the 
Karate Club and will not allow 
the club the use of Cumnock, 
which is also available. We 
have also approached Tom 
Winston, President of S.G.A. 
on several occasions with no 
avail. As a result of these fac¬ 
tors, these issues have been put 
in front of Dean King. What 
does that mean? Nothing. The 
club can no longer work out 
until the matter of liability is 
solved. But these people don't 
care, they have nothing at stake. 
We had the whole summer 
along with the past two months 
to get this matter of liability 
straightened out. It doesn't 
matter who is in charge of us, 
the liability is the same. Some¬ 
one should tell these people 
that. The club and the students 


are the ones that are suffering. 
The club has been totally self- 
sufficient and we have good, 
quality instruction. There is no 
more danger involved in Karate 
than in Football, Baseball, or 
any other sport for that matter. 

We have had meeting after 
meeting with no results. This 
whole issue has become a soap 
opera. Mary Nole only wants a 
gym class, and she controls the 
gym space. So she is no 
dummy. She is driving the club 
to extinction. With no place to 
work out, and no help from the 
S.G.A. or Mary Connelly we 
can no longer function. With 
no space to workout, there are 
no recognized members; with 
no members, no money from 
S.G.A., no club office and ulti¬ 
mately no club. Why people 
don’t care what happens to the 
biggest club on campus is 
beyond me. 

However, since the U Lowell 
Karate Club is also a member 
of the North American Karate 
Federation, we have access to a 
lawyer. This means there is a 
possibility of a class-action suit. 
The Karate Club has been quiet 
and tried not to cause any ten¬ 
sion in regards to this sensitive 
issue, but it is mid-November 
and there has been no progress 
what-so-ever. Please watch the 
Connector for details on an 
organization meeting to decide 
what we should do next. Stay 
tuned folks, this is going to be a 
hot one.

Tuesdays 1-4 p.m., Wednesday 10-3 
p.m., Thursday 1-3:30 p.m. and Fri¬ 
day 103 p.m. 6. Blank reservation 
forms may still be picked up in the 
Office of University Life, Cumnock 
or in Fox 409. 7. The Fox Rathskel- 
lar will not be available for general 
use outside of normal operating times 
due to a need to accommodate the 
temporary operation of the conve¬ 
nience store from that location. This 
situation will remain in effect until 
approximately Dec. 1, 1989.

No beer or other 
alcoholic beverage is to be consumed 
or transported on the bus. Should 
student groups anticipate a problem, 
arrangements can be made with Uni¬ 
versity Police to assist in the confis¬ 
cation of alcohol before students 
board the busses. 2. The bus driver is 
not to make stops at any liquor store 
for students to purchase alcohol. 3. 
The bus driver is not to make stops 
along the highway or any other pub¬ 
lic thoroughfare for the purpose of 
allowing students to relieve them¬ 
selves on the roadside or in the near¬ 
by terrain. 4. Unruly students must 
submit their student ID to the group’s 
representative. These ID’s should in 
turn be given to the Director of Stu¬ 
dent Activities the following day, 
with a written account of the prob¬ 
lem.

These policies have been estab¬ 
lished to allow for a safe trip for all 
parties involved. Please be sure to 
inform students participating in any 
sponsored trip of these policies, so 
they will not be suprised when they 
are enforced. If there is any problem 
on a bus trip because of violations of 
these policies, the sponsoring organi¬ 
zation will be held responsible. 

Regardless of whether you are 
sponsoring a trip by bus or by car. 
student organizations should have 
all participants sign a University 
Liability Waiver Form before 
embarking on any trips. These 
forms are available in the Office of 
Student Activities.

Over the past few weeks 
MASSPIRG student volunteers 
from around the state have been 
out on the streets gathering sig¬ 
natures for the Recycling Initia¬ 
tive Campaign. In fact, in the 
past five weeks students and 
other volunteers have gathered 
over 90,000 registered voter 
signatures. With just one week 
left to petition MASSPIRG has 
a goal of bringing the total to 
over 120,000 signatures which 
would be a record for the most 
signatures ever gathered on any 
initiative question in the state of 
Massachusetts. In order to do 
this we are asking any interest¬ 
ed students to come out and 
help those of us here at ULow- 
ell that have been out petition¬ 
ing over the past month. 

The Recycling Initiative Ref¬ 
erendum Question would 
require that all packaging sold 
in the state after 1995 be either 
recyclable, composed of recy¬ 
cled material, or be reusable. 
This is the most progressive 
recycling proposal ever seen in 
this state and is intended to 
address the solid waste crisis by 
creating the infrastructure for 
the state to start large scale 
recycling. The wa> it would do 
this is by requiring packagers to 
make recycling :heir primary 
consideration when designing 
any packaging.
